There is} 
instant, constant and complete re- 
cognition of the vast value of 
newspaper service where great is- 
sues are at stake. There has never 
; baen any lack of newspapers, or of 
effort behind them, where and} 
when the larger interests needed 
their help. 

The service that can be rendered 
by a newspaper to its readers can- 
not be weighed or measured by the 
pound or yard. But it is not the 
less real, and not less recognized 
as being real by those who have 
the larger interests to serve. It is 
the smaller interests that generally 
do not see as clearly how tfuch 
they need the service that a news- 
paper can render them.

A newspaper cannot render good 
service unless it is familiar with 
the conditious it discusses, nor un- 
less it has honesty of purpose in 
dealing with those conditions. Al-| 
berta is far removed from the great 
centres of newspaper publication, 
both east and west. The papers 
published on the Pacifie or the At- 
lantic coast—or even mid-way at 
Wiunipeg—do not and cannot 
voice Alberta’s views or interests, 
As for instance when in 1918 the 
Winnipeg papers unitedly eam- 
paigned for Pennsylvania, and 
against Alberta coal. Alberta’s in- 
terests must look to Alberta’s pa- 
pers for support. 

The Bulletin was founded in 
1880, to aid in putting what is now 
the northern part of Alberta on 
the map, as to settlement and de- 
velopment, and of meeting the 
news needs and upholding the 
rights of the settlers both old and | 
new. At that time the agricultural 
settlement of the prairie west was 
confined to the easterly part of 
Manitoba, and Winnipeg was the} 
most northerly extension of the 
railway system of the continent. 
Today the West has three transcon- 
tinental railways, two of them 
through Edmonton. Then Edmon- 
ton was the last outpost of civiliza- 
tion towards the north and west. 
Today Edmonton is the railway 
centre of the province. There are 
railway lines extending as many 
miles northward from Edmonton 
as the province extends southward, | 

For years The Bulletin was pub-} 
lished weekly. But with the advent | 
of the railway and a twice-a-week | 
service it became a semi-weekly. | 
Later on, when the train service 
became more frequent and the 
progress of the country warranted, | 
a daily was added, and later on} 
both morning and evening edi- 
tions.
